REVOLUTION IN RUSSIA? 
REARMING of Germany, considered a 
prime essential in the defense of Western 
Europe, will face many difficulties, includ­ 
ing active resistance by Communists in 
both the American and Russian zones of 
occupation. 
Walter Ulbricht, head of the Communist 
party in Germany, has warned that any 
effort to rearm Germany will bring about 
a 
campaign 
of 
sabotage, 
widespread 
strikes and other disorders. A G ermany re­ 
stored to military strength is looked upon 
by Russia as its greatest potential enemy, 
and Moscow will do everything in its power 
to defeat the plan. 
Meeting this challenge, the American 
Committee for the Liberation of the Peo­ 
ples of Russia is meeting in Munich, at­ 
tended by Russian emigres from all parts 
of the world. It is the grandiose purpose of 
the committee to overthrow the present re­ 
gime in Moscow by whatever means can 


be devised. 
This is the first organization to go on rec­ 
ord as advocating subversive activity in 
the Soviet Union. It claims to have substan­ 
tial contacts behind the iron curtain, where 
some underground forces already are ac­ 
tive. 
The committee, which maintains head­ 
quarters in New York, is presumed to have 
the support of this organization. Its efforts 
will supplement those of similar organiza­ 
tions active in the past and will meet those 
of Russia on its own ground of sabotage. 
The whole purpose is to bring about rev­ 
olution in Russia and the overthrow of the 
Stalin regime at the quickest and most ef­ 
fective way of ending the menace of Com­ 
munism. 


W H IPPED AGAIN 
ECONOMY advocates in Congress are 
taking another shellacking in trying to 
whittle down the rivers and harbors appro­ 
priation bill. The Senate has passed a $638,- 
478,000 bill, which is $124,000,000 more than 
the House bill made available. The recent 
Kansas-Missouri floods were responsible 
for the rout of the economy advocates. 
• But then the economy advocates in Con­ 
gress always get whipped. The economy 
bloc is generally supposed to be of consid­ 
erable size, but that is a misconception 
based upon talk rather than action. There 
is a lot of thundering in the index which 
the text of the book doesn’t bear out. 
Several real economy advocates are to 
be found in each party in Congress, but they 
are greatly outnumbered by those w h o 
haven’t the guts to turn down a benefac­ 
tion for the district in the interest of saving 
money. 
The rivers and harbors bill is notoriously 
a logrolling project whereby most d i s- 
tricts get something by helping other dis­ 
tricts get theirs. By such a method the bill 
is packed with waste at the expense of 
legitimate projects. 
The conclusion is inescapable that a ma- j 


While Soviet Russia will send a delega­ 


tion to the San Francisco conference on 
the Japanese Treaty, India will boycott the 
conference. Russia will use sabotage as a 


weapon; India uses the boycott. Russia 
will speak long and loud; India will give 


the identical impression by silence. 
Both countries have the same aim and 
purpose, namely, to seal off Asia from the 
United States, to close the entire continent 
of Asia, if they can manage it by diplo­ 
macy, intrigue, revolution or war, f r o m 
European and American commerce, cred­ 
its and friendship. The failure of the Harri­ 
man mission to Iran is part of this intrigue. 
The revolutionary movements in the Phil­ 
ippines, Burm a and Malaya are phases of 
this program. 
Nehru is a Socialist and has always pub­ 
licly regarded himself as such. We know 
from Professor Karl A. Wittfogel's testi­ 
mony before the McCarran Committee 
that in 1929 he attended a Russian-directed 
Communist conference at Frankfort-Am- 
Main. Most of those who attended w e r e 
then Communists, although we m ay a s­ 
sume that some were invited for the im­ 
pression that such a conference w o u l d 
make on them. We know from this little 
tile in a grand mosaic of intrigue that as 
early as 1929. Nehru had close relations 
with international Communism. From 1945 
to this day, Nehru has in many official 
acts indicated that those relations s t i l l 
exist and are cordial. 
Otto Friedm an, in his book, “ The B reak­ 
up of Czech D em ocracy,” makes an inter­ 
esting point which, while applied to Czech­ 
oslovakia, fits current India. He wrote: 
“The philosophers of Czechoslovak de­ 
mocracy failed, because they believed that 
they would preserve the democracy and 
independence of their own country, whilst 
supporting, through their foreign policy 
and propaganda, the expansion of Soviet 
Communism in other countries. . 


Precisely that has been Nehru’s diplo­ 
macy. He has been trying to purchase the 
independence of his country from Soviet 
Russia by acting as Russia’s agent in the 
conquest, by diplomacy, of other Asiatic 
countries. That game has brought no bene­ 
fit anywhere in Europe; there is no reason 
to believe that it can succeed anywhere 
in Asia. 


One reason that India, as many countries 
in E astern Europe, fears Soviet Russia but 
does not fear America, is that since Tehe­ 
ran (1943), this country has appeased Rus­ 
sia. Therefore, countries which joined up 
with us, as Nationalist China and Iran did, 
could not know at what point the United 
States would desert its friends, for the sake 
of appeasement, as Chiang Kai-shek, 
as 
Singman Rhee, as the Shah of Persia have 
at times been deserted, even though even­ 
tually they may have been picked up again. 
Even our mixed and uncertain policy to Is­ 
rael gives, to other countries, evidence of 
an undetermined policy, largely dominated 
by domestic considerations, 


It is the opportunistic, day-by-dav policy 
that our State Departm ent has pursued 
since 1943 which gives cause to other na­ 
tions to question the wisdom of risking 
their national existence on the exigencies 
of American activities in the international 
field.

Du Pont is the world’s great­ 
est chemical empire. It has 72

000.000 in sales. Its wizardy in 
its Wilmington laboratories per­ 
iodically conjures up entire new 
industries.

D l’CO, THE first quick-drying 
auto finish, revolutionized U.S. 
automobile 
production. 
Cello­ 
phane c h a n g e d the nation’s 
packaging habits. Nylon is help­ 
ing to revolutionize the textile 
industry. Fully 60 percent of Du 
Pont’s sales come from products 
which were not known or were 
in limited production a quarter 
century ago. 
The men who wrought this rev­ 
olution were the Du Punt broth­ 
ers, Pierre, lrenee and Lammot, 
a rare combination of technical 
brains, speculative instinct a n d 
superb m anagerial skill. 
They changed the 149-year-old 
company from a successful pow­ 
der mill in Wilmington. Del., into 
a chemical cornucopia. In so 
doing they learned that revolu­ 
tions are for young men: each 
served his time as Du Pont pres­ 
ident and retired before 60. 
To build the 
H-bomb com­ 
ponents, 
the 
Government is 
counting on the sanA Du Punt 
experts who built the $400,000.- 
000 plutonium Hanford plant 
for the A-bomb. Among them, 
none did mqre than Crawford 
Ballock Greenewalt, who, at 
48, sits in the president’s chair 
at Du Pont. 
When Du Pont took on the A- 
bomb job in 
1942, 39-year-old 
Crawford Greenewalt was the 
$900-a-month technical director 
of Du Pont's Grasselli Chemical 
D epartm ent. A chemical engi­ 
neer with knowledge of produc­ 
tion, he seemed the ideal man to 
m aintain liaison between t h e 
atomic scientists and Du Pont's 
production men. 
But when Grec*i|>walt landed 
at the University! of Chicago, 
where the first a lv in e pile was 
being built, the scientists thought 
differently. 
They 
w e r e 
sus­ 
picious of Greenewalt because 
he was not a nuclear physicist. 
Furtherm ore, the scientists did 
not want to freeze designs for 
Hanford. They wanted to keep on 
improving them. But Greenewalt 
knew’ that unless the designs 
were frozen there could be no 
m ass production. 


“ Greenie,” his nickname at Du 
Pont. 
When Du Pont turned the work 
at Hanford over to Ge neral Elec­ 
tric and collected its one-dollar 
fee (the same foe it is getting for 
the H-bomb project) Greenewalt 
went back to Wilmington, to be­ 
come president in 1948. 
In his wiry tive-foot, ten- 
inch frame, Crawford Greene­ 
walt combines energy, charm 
and the cold precision of a 
trained scientist. He can con­ 
centrate so deeply that all the 
furniture 
could 
be 
remo\ed 
unnoticed. Yet, just as quick­ 
ly, he can become as a gregar­ 
ious as a traveling salesman. 
Greenewalt dot s not run 
Du 
I Pont alone. Like an army, it has 
a general staff to decide broad 
policies and line officers to carry 
out the tactics. Each year Du 
Pont scours U S colleges 
f o r 
their ablest men, lures about 
350, has gradually moved its re­ 
quirements so high that Greene­ 
walt quips: “ If we had had the 
same system then. 
I couldn't 
j have got in.” But advancement 
for beginners can be fast. Once 
a man breaks ahead of his age 
and salary group, hist name will 
pop up on a “skimmer chart” 
which 
Greenewalt 
constantly 
; consults. That man is then mov­ 
ed.around departments to broad­ 
en his experience.

GREENEWALT came natural- 
I ly by his scientific bent. His fa­ 
ther was resident physician at 
Philadelphia's 
Girard 
College; 
his mother patented an

Both parents were old) 
f r i e n d s of Wilmington's Du 
Ponts. 
When Greene a alt was grad­ 
uated from MIT—where he had j 
i been better known for his eye 
i for 
pretty 
girls than for his j 
scholarship—he 
got 
a 
$125-a- 
i month job as chemical engineer 
at Du Pont. He spent his o f f 
! hours courting 
Margaretta du 
Font 
(Irenee’s 
daughter), his 
I childhood friend. In 1926 t h e y 
were married. 
The 
fart 
that 
Greenewalt 
married the buss's daughter 


did not hurt him at Du Font, 
but he still had to make his 
own way. His work on nylon— 
biggest treasure yet turned up 
in Du Punt test tubes—put him 
far up on the skimmer chart. 
Du Pont’s brilliant scientist, 
Dr. Wallace Carothers, first m a­ 
terialized the nylon fiber,

Only two other men not of Du 
Pent blood and name have held 
the presidency since 1802, when 
Eleuthere lrenee du Pent—a ref-!

America, lrenee bought a farm 
on Brandywine Creek, near Wil-j 
mington, and built Du Pont’s 
first gunpowder mills.

FROM PRESIDENT Thomas 
Jefferson, who had known 
the! 
family in France, came the first 
order for the U.S. Army. Du Pont

President G reenew alt1 
himself has been testing a new 
suit, made of Du Pont’s newest 
synthetic fiber, Dacron. It looks 
and feels like wool, but outwears I 
it, costs only half as much, is 
w’ashable and mothproof-—and is 
virtually wrinkle-proof. The fib­ 
er, not to be in mass production 
until 1953, may well do to wool 
what nylon did to silk. 
THERE IS no limit to the leg­ 
erdemain which Du Pont’s wiz-1 
urds are constantly performing.

Greenewalts answer 
to the 
charge of bigness 
is 
that Du 
Pent has grown big by providing 
the things the U.S.

such as Du Pent contributing to 
their growth. “ C e l l o p h a n e 
alone,” he says, “has given rise 
to 300 smaller businesses

Membe r 
of Columbus City Council should 
be advised that more

“ Public opinion can be arous­ 
ed in our community to the ex­

ness houses in Columbus a r e
